CHESTNUT BARK DISEASE. 


Locating and Fighting Infection Cen­ 
ter* Only Known Mean* of Control. 
The chestnut hark disease was first 
reeojrtilzcd as a serious di-ea^e In the 
vlelnily of New York city in 1904, and 
the first publication regarding It ap­ 
peared in IOO*;. 
There I- reliable evi­ 
dence, however, that it was present on 
Long Island at least as early as 1803 
Its origin is unknown, but there is 
some evidence that it was Imported 
from the orient 
with the Japanese 
chestnut. 
'lids view is not, however, 
held by nil investigators 
But. what 
ever may have been its time «»r place 
of origin, It is certain that it lias now 
spread into at least ten states. 
The bark disease appears ultimately 
to exterminate the chestnut trees in 
any locality which it infests. 
Three 
years ago the financial loss from this 
disease “ in and about New York city” 
was estimated ut “ bet ween $5, OOO .OOO 
and $10,000,000.” 
The agricultural do 
pertinent writers regard $25,<too.OOO as 
a conservative estimate of the financial 
loss from fids disease up to IOU.

has been among chestnuts grown for

gle trees surgery, medication, '.pray­ 
ing. etc. 
however successful In itself, 
would meet the demands of the pre­ 
cut situation 
It Is not practicable at 
present to apply any individual meth 
od of treatment to forest trees; the in­ 
dividual tree Is not worth it and will 
not be for maut* years.
